Row 3: P3, *ybk, si 1 , kl , psso, k5, k2tog, p3*, rep 
frorff*to*toend. 

Row 4: K3, i*p7, k3*, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 5: P3, *ybk, sll , kl , psso, k3, k2tog, p3* rep 
from* to* to end. 

Row 6: K3, *p5, k3*, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 7: P3, *ybk, sll, kl, psso, kl, k2tog, p3* rep 
from* to* to end. 

Row 8: K3, *p3, k3*, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 9: P3, *ybk, si 1 , k2tog, psso, p3*, rep from * 
to*toend(55sts). 

Row 1 0: K3, *pl , k3*, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 1 1 : P3, *kl , p3*, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 12: As row 10. 

Now work in reversed st st as follows: 

Row 1:(RS) Purl. 

Row 2: Knit. 

Continue in reversed st st until work measures 
1 5cm (6in), ending on a knit row. 

Shape raglans 

Cast off 2 at beginning of the next 2 rows 
(51 sts). 

Next row: Kl , si 1 , kl , psso, purl to last 3 sts, 
k2tog,k1. 

Next row: Kl , pi , knit to last 2 sts, pi , kl . 

Repeat last 2 rows until 1 9 sts remain, ending 
on a WS row.

Row 3: P3, *ybk, si 1 , kl , psso, k5, k2tog, p3*, rep 
from* to* to end. 

Row 4: K3, *p7, k3*, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 5: P3, *ybk, sll , kl , psso, k3, k2tog, p3*, rep 
from* to* to end. 

Row 6: K3, *p5, k3*, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 7:P3,*ybk,sll,kl, psso, kl , k2tog, p3*, rep 
from* to* to end. 

Row 8: K3, *p3, k3*, rep from * to » to end. 

Row 9: P3, *ybk, si 1 , k2tog, psso, p3*, rep from * 
to* to end. 27 sts. 

Row 1 0: K3, *p1 , k3*, rep from * to * to end. 
Row 11 : P3, *k1 , p3*, rep from * to * to end. 
Row 1 2: As row 1 0. (27 sts). 

Continue in reversed st st until front measures 
same as brack to beg of raglan shaping, ending 
on a WS row.** 

Shape raglans 

Cast off 2 st at beg of next row (25 sts). 



Knit 1 row. 

Next row: Kl , sll, kl , psso, purl to end. 

Next row: Knit to last 2 sts, pi , kl . 

Rep last 2 rows until 1 6 sts remain, ending on 
RS row. 



SHAPE NECK 

Next row: Cast off 4 sts, knit to last 2 sts, pi , kl . 
Continue to dec 1 st at raglan edge as before 
and at the same time dec 1 st at neck edge on 
the next and 2 following alt rows (6 sts).

Work as Right Front Band but commence at 
neck edge when picking up the stitches, and 
omit the buttonholes. 
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NECKBAND 

With RS facing and 3^5mm needles, pick up 
and knit 5 sts along top of right front band, 

1 0 sts up side of neck, knit 6 sts from right 
sleeve, 1 9 sts from back, 6 sts from left sleeve, 
pick up and knit 1 0 sts down other side of neck 
and then 5 sts from left front band (61 sts).

Row5:K3,kfb,klb,k2. 

Row6:P. 

Row 7: K4, kfb, kfb, k3. 11 sts. 

Row8:P. 

Bind off. 

WINGS (AAAKE 2) 

Cast on 3 sts using yam A and 4mm needles.

Work in moss stitch as for back, for 6 rows. 

Next row: (Make buttonhole) moss stitch 3 sts, 
cast off 2 sts, moss stitch to end. 

Next row: Moss stitch to end but cast on 2 sts 
above the cast off sts of previous row. 

Work in moss stitch for 2 more rows. 

Row 1 1 : Moss stitch 8 sts, slip onto a safety pin 
for front border, moss stitch to end (31 sts). 

Row 1 2: Moss stitch to end. 

Change to 4mm needles and work to match 
left front reversing shapings, working 1 row 
more before start of raglan shaping and 
working k2tog instead of sll , k1, psso at 
raglan shaping until 14 sts remain, ending on 
aWSrow.

Make two alike. 

Using 3.75mm needles and yarn A, cast on 
33 sts. 

Work moss stitch as for back for 1 8 rows. 
Change to 4mm needles, and work in 
st st stripes as before, increasing 1 st at each end 
of the needle on the 5th row and then every 
following 6th row, until there are 43 sts. 
Continue straight for 7 rows, ending on last row 
of 6th stripe. Your work will measure approx 
16cm(6'/2in). 

Adjust the length of your work here to match 
the back piece, if required.

TO MAKE UP 

Work all the ends in neatly. Join sleeves to 
back and fronts, matching the stripes as you 
sew. Join the side and sleeve seams, again 
matching the stripes. Fold the front edge of 
hood in half onto right side and catch down at 
each side. Stitch front bands in place, stretching 
slightly to give a neat finish. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with buttonholes. 

Join back seam of hood. Pin hood around 
neck edge, beginning and ending 4 stitches in 
from each front edge of Jacket. Sew in place. 
Take head section of motif and lay flat Sew 
mask onto head, easing slightly to get a nice 
shape. Sew muzzle sideways onto base of 
mask, adding a tiny bit of yam as stuffing. 

Sew ears tp’either side of the head, pleating 
at the base to give shape.

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Festive 

stocking 

W orked in festive red and ecru, this Christmas stocking is knitted 
in, rather aptly, stocking stitch.The majority of it is plain, with 
decorative colourwork stripes and snowflake motifs kept to a 
minimum. While it's simple enough to knit up in double-quick time, this 
stocking is big enough to hold all your surprise gifts and goodies. 



CHRISTMAS STOCKING 

With 4imm needles and A, cast on 65 sts. 

K 1 row A, [k 2 rows B, k 2 rows A] twice, k 2 rows B. 
Change to 5mm needles. 

Beg with a k row, work 4 rows in st st in A. 

Cont in st st and work 27 rows from chart 1 
(below left) using the Fair Isle method. 

Beg with a p row, work 30 rows in st st in A only. 
Change to 4.5mm needles. 



SHAPE HEEL 

HRSTSDE 

Next 2 rows: K4, turn, sll , p3. 

Next 2 rows: K6, turn, si 1 , p5. 

Next 2 rows: K8, turn, si 1 , p7. 

Cont to work shortened turning rows in this way 
until you have worked: K22, turn, si 1 , p21 . 

Next 2 rows: K1 8, turn, si 1 , pi 7. 

Next 2 rows: K14, turn, si 1 , pi 3. 

Next 2 rows: K1 0, turn, si 1 , p9. 

Next 2 rows: K6, turn, si 1 , p5. 

K1 row across all sts. 

SECOND SIDE 

Next 2 rows: P4, turn, si 1 , k3. 

Next 2 rows: P6, turn, si 1 , k5. 

Next 2 rows: P8, turn, si 1 , k7. 

Cont to work shortened turning rows in this way 
until you have worked: P22, turn, sll , k21 . 

Next 2 rows: PI 8, turn, si 1 , kl 7. 

Next 2 rows: PI 4, turn, si 1 , kl 3. 

Next 2 rows: PI 0, turn, si 1 , k9. 

Next 2 rows: P6, turn, si 1, k5. 

Beg with a p row, work 5 rows in st st across all sts. 
Change to 5mm needles. 

Beg with a k row, work 9 rows in st st from chart 
2 (left). 

Change to 4.5mm needles and work in A only. 
Beg with a P row, work 7 rows in st st. 



SHAPE TOE 

Next row: (RS) K2, ssk, k25, k2tog, k3, ssk, k25, 
k2tog,k2.

G et into the swing of Christmas by knitting this cute baby's beanie 
with a rolled brim. Worked in Aran weight yarn, only a few rows 
involve a colour change, so it's simpler to knit than it appears. 
Picot-edged leaves and bobble berries on top complete the look.

Beg with a k row, work 1 2 rows in st st. 

Change to 5mm needles.

Dec row: K1 (0), [k2tog, k3] 8 (9) times. 33 (36) sts. 
Dec row: [P2, p2tog] 8 (9) times, pi . 25 (27) sts.

T hese bootees would make a lovely gift set for any new baby. All three 
styles of bootee - striped top with a roll-over cuff, striped sides with 
turned-up tops, or lace-edged with a bow - are worked from the 
same basic pattern. They're knitted in soft Baby Cashmerino yarn.

Using 3.25mm needles, cast on 51 (57: 63: 69) sts. 
Row 1 : (RS) K1 , «P1 , K1 , rep from * to end. 

Row 2: PI , *K1 , P 1 , rep from * to end. 

These 2 rows form the rib. 

Work in rib for a further 4 (4: 6: 6) rows, ending with 
aWSrow. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

Starting with a K row, work in st st until Back 
measures 1 0 (1 4: 1 7: 20) cm or 4 (S'/x: &/i. 7%) in, 
ending with a WS row. 

Shape raglan armholes 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 45 (51 : 57:

Work in rib for a further 4 (4: 6: 6) rows, inc 1 (0: 1 : 0) 
st at end of last row and ending with a WS row. 25

Starting with a K row, work in st st until Left Front 
matches Back to start of raglan armhole shaping, 
ending with a WS row.

These 2 rows form rib. 

Work in rib for a further 4 (4: 6: 6) rows, inc 1 (0: 1 : 0) 
St at beg of last row and ending with a WS row. 25 
(28: 31: 34) sts. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

Starting with a K row, work in st st until Right Front 
matches Back to start of raglan armhole shaping, 
ending with a RS row. 

Shape raglan armhole 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next row. 22 (25: 28: 3 1 ) sts. 
Complete as given for Left Front from start of front 
edge shaping. 

SLEEVES (BOTH AUKE) 

Using 3.25mm needles, cast on 27 (29: 31 : 33) sts. 
Work in rib as given for Back for 6 (6: 8: 8) rows, 
ending with a WS row. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

Starting with a K row, work in st st shaping sides 
by inc 1 st at each end of next (next: next: 3rd) 
and foil 9 (5: 4: 0) alt rows, then on 0 (4: 6: 9) foil 
4th rows, then on foil 0 (0: 0: 6th) row. 47 (49: 53: 

55) sts. 

Cont straight until sleeve measures 1 2 (1 5: 1 9: 23) 
cm or 4% (6: 7Vr. 9) in, ending with a WS row. 

Shape raglan 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 41 (43: 47: 

49) sts. 

Next row: (RS) K1 , si 1 , K1 , psso, K to last 3 sts, 
K2tog,K1. 

Next row: PI , P2tog, P to last 3 sts, P2tog tbi, PI . 
Working all decreases as set by last 2 rows, dec 1 
st at each end of next 5 (5: 7: 7) rows, then on 
every foil alt row until 7 sts rem. 

Work 1 row, ending with a WS row. 

Break yarn and leave rem 7 sts on a holder. 

TO MAKE UP 

Join the raglan seams. 

FRONT BAND 

With RS facing and 3.25mm circular needle, 
starting at right front cast-on edge, pick up and 
knit 28 (37: 43: 49) sts up right front to start of front 
neck edge shaping, and 27 (29: 31 : 33) sts up right 
front neck edge. Knit across 7 sts on right sleeve 
holder, then 1 9 (21 : 23: 25) sts on back holder, 
and 7 sts on left sleeve holder, pick up and knit 
27 (29: 31 : 33) sts down left front neck edge to 
start of front neck edge shaping, and 28 (37:43: 

49) sts down left front edge to cast-on edge. 

143 (167: 185: 203) sts. 

Row 1 : (WS) K1 , *P1 , K1 , rep from * to end. 

This tow sets position of rib as given for Back with 
first and last st of every row worked as a K st (so 



that next row will start and end with K2). 

Keeping sts correct as now set, cont as follows: 

Row 2: (RS) rib 1 , *work 2 tog, ym (to make a 
buttonhole), rib 6 (9: 1 1 : 1 3), rep from * twice 
more, work 2 tog, ym (to make 4th buttonhole), 
rib to end.

Work in rib for a further 2 rows, ending with a 
RS row. 

Cast off in rib(onWS). 

Join side and sleeve seams. Sew on buttons. 

HAT 

Using 3.25mm needles, cast on 73 (79: 85: 91 ) sts. 
Row 1 : (RS) K1 , *P1 , K1 , rep from * to end. 

Row 2: PI, *K1 , PI , rep from * to end. 

These 2 rows form rib. 

Work in rib for a further4 (4: 6: 6) rows, ending with 
aWSrow. 

Change to 4mm needles. 

Starting with a K row, work in st st untii hat 
measures 1 0cm (4in), ending with a WS row. 

SHAPE CROWN 
4th size only

You will need to mitre the 
corners for neatness.The wide satin ribbon 
should be folded lengthwise over each side 
edge, whilst the narrower black and white 
ribbon can sit on top of the right side. Sew 
firmly in place using small slip stitches. 

SHEEP 

Cut two small circles of white felt for the eyes. 
Position and secure in the centre with a French 
knot, worked in black embroidery thread (see 
next page for a step-by-step guide). Work two 
more French knots on the muzzle as nostrils. 
Take some of the Cream yarn and work French 
knots all over the crown of the sheep, to give a 
woolly effect. Don't be too fussy about keeping 
it neat - you can leave some knots a bit loopy 
here to add texture. 

COW 

Work eyes and nostrils as for the sheep. Take 
some of the Bonbon yarn and Swiss dam a 
small, random area on the cow's face so it looks 
like a Friesian. Add more patches if you like. Go 
on, personalise your cow! See next page for 
Swiss darning instructions. 

RIBBON HANDLES 

Fold your base comforters in half and then in 
half again to find the centre point. Cut a 20cm 
(Bin) length of ribbon. Fold in half and lay the 
raw edges on the centre point of the base. 
Secure the ribbon in place with small firm 
stitches. Place your sheep or cow head over the 
top and secure to the ribbon/base comforter 
using small, firm stitches.

SWISS DARNING 

Also known as duplicate stitch, Swiss darning 
is great for working small motifs because It 
looks as If It's been knitted into the fabric. 



HORIZONTAL STITCHES 

Work along row from right to left. Bring 
threaded needle to front of work at base of ‘V 
of knitted stitch. Pass needle (working from 
right to left) in and out of the s 
row above.

P erhaps baby's birthday falls in the winter, or you want to knit them 
a beautiful Christmas gift? If so, you're looking at it! This retro jacket 
is something they'll love to wear, and the unusual shawl-style lapels 
(often seen on dinner Jackets) make it more grown-up than your average 
baby garment. To produce the moose motifs you'll work from charts; 
follow them by reading and working odd-numbered right-side rows from 
right to left, and even-numbered wrong-side rows from left to right. 



RETRO JACKET 

BACK 

With 3.25mm needles and A, cast on 63 (69: 75: 
81)sts. 

Rowl:(RS)Kl,[p1,k1]toend. 

Row 2: PI , [k1 , pi ] to end. Rep the last 2 rows 
twice more, inc one St at centre of last row.

Row 1 : (RS) K8 (1 0, 1 2, 1 4) C, k across 1 9 sts of 1 st 
row of Chartl,k5 (6,7,8) C. 

Row 2: P5 (6: 7: 8) C, p across 2nd row of Chart 1 , 
p8 (1 0: 1 2:14) C. These 2 rows set the position of 
the chart. 

Shape front neck 

Cont to work in patt from chart and at the same 
time, dec one st at neck edge on next row and 
every foil 3rd row, until all 1 8 chart rows are 
complete.

Row 2: P8 (1 0, 1 2, 14) C, pacross 1 9 sts of 2nd row 
of Chart 2, p5 (6: 7: 8) C. Complete as given for Left 
Front, reversing shaping and ending with a k row 
before shoulder cast-off 
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SLEEVES 

Join shoulder seams. 

Place a marker, 30 (33: 36: 39) rows down from 
each shoulder seam. With RS facing, 4mm needles 
and A, pick up and k47 (51 : 55: 59) sts evenly 
between markers. 

Beg with a p row, work 7 (7: 7: 9) rows in st st. Break 
off A. 

Decreasing one st at each end of next row, work 2

0fChart3,p15(17:19:21)C 

Work 2 more rows 

Cont in this way to end of chart and dec one st at 
each end of the next row and 2 foil 4th rows (chart 
complete). 

Cont to dec at each end of every foil 4th row, 
working 2 rows C and 2 rows B, then cont in A only 
until 29 (31 : 33: 35) sts rem, so ending with a k row.

FRONT BANDS AND COLLAR

With RS facing, 3.25mm needles and B, pick up 
and k33 (36: 39: 42) sts evenly along right front 
to beg of neck shaping, 33 (36: 39: 42) sts to right 
shoulder, work across 22 (24: 26: 28) sts at back 
neck as follows, kl (2: 3: 4), [m 1 , k2] 1 0 times, m 1 , 
kl (2: 3: 4), then pick up and k33 (36: 39: 42) sts 
down left front to beg of neck shaping and 33 (36: 
39: 42) sts to cast-on edge. 1 65 (1 79: 1 93: 207) sts.

Vdl Pierce 

The veteran designer and talented knitter 
speaks of her enviable career, and helps other 
obsessed knitters follow in her footsteps... 



V al Pierce comes from a creative famiiy 
and learned to knit at a young age. 
She began her knitting career pattern 
checking and making test garments for yarn 
companies. With a talent for the craft, she 
soon began designing her own garments, 
which were snapped up by knitting mags. 

Now, with a number of books under her 
belt and more in the pipeline, her classic 
designs and quality style have gained her a 
huge following. Best of all, after many years in 
the business, she's no less passionate about 
knitting than she was the day she began. 



When did you first pick up a pair of needles? 

It was actually my dad who taught me to 
knit, when I was five. Once I got the hang 
of it I never looked back; I took my knitting 
everywhere with me, on the bus and on 
holiday. I was even caught knitting in class 
once and I had to stay in during break as 
punishment! Every Saturday I used my pocket 
money to buy yarn - I'd knit all day until it 
was gone, then I'd have to wait a whole week 
until I could buy more.

often than not I pop down to my local craft 
shop for ribbons, buttons, sequins and other 
pretty things to finish off my designs.

Writing my first book and seeing it published 
was the ultimate goal in my quest to be 
a designer. Even more exciting, the book 
turned out to be hugely popular and sold 
many thousands of copies. I remember 
thinking to myself when writing it, 'what if 
no-one buys it?' But then I decided even if 
they didn't. I'd still achieved something I'd 
dreamed of doing for a very long time.

What's your favourite garment of all the ones 
you've designed?

Describe a typical day in your life 
I settle down at Bam to work on projects or 
pattern writing.

I frequently get phone calls, emails and letters 
from readers of my books asking for help 
with a particular project. After lunch, more 



How does it feel to see your designs in print? 
It never ceases to delight me, and I feel very 
privileged to be able to share my passion 
with like-minded folk around the world. I am 
hypercritical of my work though, so I often 
scrutinise photos to make sure everything 
looks as I would have liked! 

What's the worst thing about your Job? 

Every designer knows what it's like to work 
to deadlines - great if everything goes to 
plan, but very often yam can be delayed, or 
patterns don't turn out as you'd hoped. All 
these things can take time and often knitting 
late into the night has to be done to get a 
design in on time. 

What inspires you? 

My ideas come from many sources - places,

around me. If I'm making a toy I always 
research the animal I'm working on, looking 
at the stance, the colours and the eyes. I also 
carry a sketchbook with me wherever I go, so 
if an idea comes to mind I can jot it down. 

What's your advice for budding designers? 

If you have a passion for your hobby, follow 
it. There are sure to be setbacks and refusals 
along the way, but never give up. Don't worry 
about what other people say - everyone has 
to start somewhere. I look back at the things 
I made when I first began and smile to myself 
when I see how much I've progressed over 
the years. Above all, enjoy what you do.

Row 8: Knit 

Break off yarn A. Join in yam B and work picot 

Next row: Beg knit work 4 rows st st. 

Next row: Kl , *yfwd, k2tog*, rep from * to * to end 

Next row: Purl. 

Work 2 more rows in st st Break yarn B. Change to 
yam A and work 1 2 rows in garter stitch.

TAIL 

Unravel the waste yam from the start of the snake 
and slip the green stitches back onto the circular 
needles. Make sure you start on the 1 st stitch. 

Keep stuffing the snake as you go along; as you 
knit, the hole becomes smaller and smaller, and 
you won't be able to stuff it in one go at the end.

Join the left shoulder/overarm seam from the " 
cast-on edge to the red marker. Sew the row-end 
edge of the front buttonhole band to the shaped 
edge at the top of the seam.

BLCKKS 

Using yarn colour of your choice and 3.75mm 
needles, cast on 25 sts. Work 4 rows MS as 
follows: 

Row 1 : K1 , *p1 , k1 *, rep from * to * to end. 

Row 2: K1 , *pl , kl *, rep from * to * to end. 
Repeat these 2 rows once more. 

Keeping 4 sts either end in MS, work patt 
as follows: 

Row 1: MS 4, knit 17, MS 4. 

Row 2: MS 4, purl 17, MS 4. 

Repeatthese 2 rows 1 1 times more. 

Now work across all sts in MS as before for 4 
rows. Cast off in pattern.This completes one side 
of the block. You need to make a further 5 pieces 
in different shades, to complete your block. 

SMILEY FACES 

Using 3.25mm needles and yarn colour of your 
choice, cast on 55 sts.

Row 1 : K4, si 1 , k2tog, psso, *k8, sll , k2tog, psso*, 
repeat from * to * to last 4 sts, k4.

Row 3: K2, si 1 , k2tog, psso, *k4, si 1 , K2tog, psso*, 
repeat from * to * to last 2 sts, k2. 

Row 4: Kl , si 1 , k2tog, psso, *k2, si 1 , k2tog, psso*, 
repeat from * to * to last st, kl . 

Row 5: *51 1 , k2tog, psso*, repeat from * to * to 
end (5 sts). 

Break yarn and run through remaining sts, 
draw up tight and secure, stitch side 
seam efface. With black yam, stitch

TO MAKE UP 

With rightsides of squares 
facing, lay two pieces side-by- 
side, stitch together on the right sides 
of work, matching the rows as you do.

With RS facing, work in k1 , pi rib for 3cm (1 ’Ain), 
measured from beg of rib, ending with a WS row.

St and stripe patt until work measures 23 (27: 31 ) 
cm or 9 (1 0%: 1 2) in from beg of rib, ending with 
aWSrow.

4cm (1 VSin) in the middle. Turn the pig the 
right way out so that the knit sides (right sides) 
are now on the outside. Fill the body with toy 
stuffing and sew up the gap. 



EARS 

Sew the ears to the head, using the shaping as 
a guide to position them evenly apart. 



Sew the tail to the centre of the pig's bottom. 
Twist the tail to make it curly, and then stitch it 
into place. 



LEGS 

Fold legs in half with knit sides together. Sew 
up from the feet using the saved yarn. Turn 
the legs the right way out so the knit sides are 
on the outside. Fill with toy stuffing and sew 
evenly and tightly to underside of the body. 



FINISHING TOUCHES 

Embroider the eyes and nose using little 
stitches and brown yarn. Using the templates 
above right, cut four iron-on interfacing-lined 
fabric feet pads and two ear pads. Position as 
shown in the photograph and sew on.

W e've all heard the story of Little Red Riding Hood 
and the main part to stick in all of our minds is her 
vibrant red outfit. You can recreate the famous look 
in miniature, with this striking hooded sleepsuit. 

Of course, you can knit this in any colour of your choice, but 
if you do opt for another shade, make it something bold, like 
purple, green or royal blue. Alison's design is knitted in simple 
stitches - even the attractive raised detail on the arms is created 
using just knit and purl - but the shaping techniques involved 
make this a project more suited to intermediate knitters.
